Commerce Dep't Reports 
Purchasing Power by 
Consumers at All-Time High 


WASHINGTON OF -T h e Amer­ 
ican consumer’s purchasing power 
hit an all-time peak rate last June 
At the same time the value of 
goods and services produced in 
the United States also shot up to an 
all-time high. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ported Monday night that during 
the April-May-June quarter output 
rose to an annual rate of $408,300,- 
000,000, $5,000,000,000 above the 
first quarter and $21,000,000,000 
above the same period last year. 
However, the analysis attributed 
at least half of this year’s quarter 
to quarter increase to rising prices 
rather than to a hike in the “real 
volume of production.” 
On a semi-annual basis, total 
output rose 6 percent in dollars 
from the first half of last year, 
and 4 percent in actual physical 
production. 
Consumers* after tax income, on 


the other hand, rose 7 percent in 
current dollars. 
After price in­ 
crease adjustments, the rise in 
consumers’ spendable i n c o m e 
amounted to 6 percent. 
The gross national product has 
been rising steadily since the sec­ 
ond quarter of 1954, when the 
i economy began nulling out of a 
slump that started in mid-1953. 
j Personal income has risen simlar 
ly. 
Despite a downtrend in produc 
tion and sales of automobiles and 
reduced homebuilding, total output 
continued upward because of in­ 
creases 
in business 
investment, 
stepped-up 
spending 
on 
other 
goods, foreign trade, and local 
government expenditures, the sur 
vey said. 
Farm income declined $200,000, 
OOO to an annual rate of $11,300, 
000,000, after rising slightly thru 
two quarters.

Paul Stefko, Old Shawneetown’s 
new 
mayor, 
was 
taken before 
Gallatin County Judge Joe Hale 
yesterday to face charges that he 
resisted 
arrest 
and 
interfered 
with a county officer. 
The 68-year-old mayor who was 
elected to head the village board 
only July 31, after the two towns 
divided, pleaded 
innocent to the 
charges 
and was 
released 
on 
bonds totalling 1,000—$500 on each 
count. 
Stefko, officers said, is charged 
with interfering with the arrest of 
a military man from Camp Breck­ 
inridge, Ky., Saturday 
night in 
Old 
Shawneetown 
and then 
re­ 
sisting arrest when Deputy Sher 
iff Jim Fox attempted to take him 
to the county jail. 
Sheriff 
Millard 
Holloway 
re­ 
ported 
that the incident 
began 
when military police turned over 
a soldier to Fox and asked the 
deputy to take him to the county 
jail. 
Holloway continued that Stefko 
grabbed Fox and declared, 
‘No­ 
body will make arrests here ex­ 
cept my own officers.’ 
Fox 
placed 
Stefko under 
ar­ 
rest, the sheriff said, but Stefko 
resisted and Fox subdued him 
and confined him to the county 
jail. 
The sheriff said the soldier es­ 
caped during the struggle between 
Stefko and Fox. 
Authorities said 
the soldier who escaped 
had hit 
a 
military 
policeman over 
the 
head with a pop bottle. 
Stefko, following the incident, 
said he had told Fox that the ar­ 
rest belonged to Old Shawneetown 
officials instead of the Gallatin 
county sheriff’s department and 
charged that Fox jumped out of 
a police vehicle and told him he 
was under arrest.

Sheriff Holloway said he would 
| contact state officials and ask for 
aid of state policemen in patrol 
ling Old Shawneetown. 
“We’ve been having more trou 
hie there since the town was sepa­ 
rated,” he 
commented. 
“Some 
body’s going to get killed.” 
At Breckinridge 
military offi­ 
cials said that two MPs are sent 
to Old Shawneetown each Friday 
and Saturday night, but that there 
are no plans to put the town off- 
limits since there were 
few re­ 
ports of trouble. 


MIAMI (IPI — Hurricane Betsy 
spared Miami today in a thunder­ 
ous approach toward the U. S 
mainland with winds of 120 miles 
an hour. 
The mighty storm at ll a rn. 
EST was centered 230 miles east 
of West Palm Beach and was 
lumbering through the Atlantic on 
a northwest course that was ex­ 
pected to bring it ashore late to 
night or Wednesday morning. 
All coastal residents had been 
warned well in advance of the 
dangerous tropical storm. 
Tourist-packed Miami, Which had 
been busy preparing for its first 
full blown hurricane in five years, 
got the welcome news that all 
warnings had been relaxed from 
West Palm Beach southward 
But at the same time the Weath 
er Bureau advisory increased the 
danger 
further up 
the 
Florida 
coast. A hurriean watch was O r d - ; 
ered north of Melbourne to St. 
Augustine and extended as far 
north as Brunswick, Ga. 
A “ watch” is ordered for areas 
expected to be hit inside of 48 
hours. 
Betsy, first full hurricane of the 
year, had already killed 3 persons, 
injured 50 others and caused two 
million dollars damage in a march 
across Puerto Rico two days ago. 
Reports trickling in from south­ 
eastern Puerto Rico said 36.000 
were left homeless in a score of 
towns wrecked by the hurricane.

The annual license to the state of Illinois for a tractor- 
trailer unit la $904.00. We average using a truck 300 days a 
year. This means $3.00 per day per truck in license fees. 
We pav 2%% use tax to the State of Illinois on the cost 
of any rolling stock we buy. On a tractor-trailer costing $12,- 
450.00 we pay $311.25. Tires are replaced every five or six 
months. 
We pay sn excise tax of .03 on each $1.00 we receive from 
our customers for hauling. This tax is called Transportation 
Tax or Road Tax. 
I feel sure that the total daily tax load per truck will 
reach $10.00 br more. 
Saline County’i share In these tsx 
revenues alone should be enough to maintain one and one-half 
(1%) miles of Harco road, to say nothing about the several 
thousand more tax payers In Saline County. 
Our drivers and maintenance are all Southern Illinois men. 
Some of our employees are Saline County residents. 
The Oil Industries could bring a great future to Salina 
County. There could be another Tulsa Oil Boom in Salina 
County, who knows? 
We as a transportation company would Ilks to continua 
serving the people of Southern Illinois, if you are looking for 
Industry enough to encourage it, not discourage it 
This letter is written to tell taxpayers and the general 
public of the tax burden plus the fact that we are compelled 
to keep up the county roads out of our pockets.
